FOREIGN LOBBIES 

Bound American public policy probably 
would be served by a fair congressional in- 
quiry into lobbying by foreign governments. 
But there's serious doubt such an Investiga- 
tion conducted now would measure up to vital 
standards ol fairness. 

Senators McMahon and Morse first broach- 
ed the idea In the MacArthur hearings, sug- 
gesting that the so-called "China lobby" be 
looked Into. They contended that funds 
originating In the U. S. are being used to 
Influence American far eastern policy. 

Secretary of State -Achcson agrees such a 
atudy could be valuable, but believes It should 
attempt to distinguish between "proper and 
Improper" foreign lobbying activities. 

He told the senate that President Truman 
has Instructed all appropriate executive 
agencies to cooperate fully should such a 
itudy be undertaken. 

From the senators' discussion of the Issue, 
it la .apparent the Inquiry, if voted, could' not 
be confined to the "China lobby." It would 
extend to all governments, friendly or other- 
wise. 

On Its face this proposal seems eminently 
wise and fair. Other things being equal there 

• Is no reason to oppose the widest possible 
■crutiny of foreign lobbying operations. 

But, unluckily, other things are not equal. 

• Senators, who approach our foreign relations 
in a calm spirit of Justice and reasonableness 
are somewhat rare. Too many have pet likes 
and dislikes among foreign nations. 

In their eyes, the countries they disap- 
prove can do no right. Those they like are 
forgiven any sins, Including those they will 
not tolerate In some other nation. 

Consequently, putting the lobbying activi- 
ties of all nations under the microscope at 
this time would mean more than useful dis- 
closure of Improper doings. 

It would provide lawmakers who have 
varied foreign phobias with an ideal excuse to 
unleash once more their wildest and most 
▼ltriolic charges. It would be another field 
day for emotionalism, of which we have al- 
ready had too much In congress these recent 
months. 

In the course of a lobbying inquiry, 
America's International relations would In- 
evitably suffer, a* they have suffered too 
often tn tbe past law years from Irresponsible 
corigresalorial outburst. 

There has been enough talk for the moment. 
The need now Is for action— action to arm 
the free world against the communist danger. 

At some later time, when the atmosphere 
of congress is more temperate and the risk 
less from Irresponsible behavior, it will be 
wise to study Just how foreign nations may 
have Improperly tried to Influence American" 
policy. 

Almost certainly, that goal would be quickly 
lost sight of if the investigation were under- 
taken now. 



MEANING OF DEMOCRACY 

Xrea among those who approved General 
MacArthur's dismissal In April, there was 
widespread regret that the action removed 
from Japan the man who had so ably ad- 
ministered the occupation there. 

Correspondents on the scene contributed 
to the general condern by voicing fears that 
the Japanese might react badly to the event. 
Borne foresaw a deterioration in the situation 
that could wipe out some of the excellent 
progress Japan had made under MacArthur. 

Actually, no dire results have ensued. That 
a calamity has not occurred does not, how^~ 
ever, cast doubt on the Judgment of those 
who measured MacArthur's administration 
m highly. \ 

It Is almpjy a reflection of the tndlessly- 
demonstrated fact that In a working democ- 
racy like America's, no man Is Indispensable 
nor heed be regarded as such. 

General Rldgway, his talents as a field 
commander already well proved, Is now dls- 

• playing the special abilities required for an 
occupation administrator, as did MacArthur 
before him, and General Clay In Berlin. 

- This Is not to s&y he has the same specific 
qualities, or that he sees the Job In quite the 
same light. There are significant differences 
between his personality and MacArthur's, 
and Inevitably their approach is different. . 

i The Important thing is not to make com- 
parisons in an effort to determine whose 
administration is "best." For Americans, the 
exciting fact. Is that a man of MacArthur'* 
stature can be supplanted without damag- 
ing the nation's prestige or reducing the 
effectiveness of Its policies. 

We can be gratified that in some fields, at 
least, we appear to have an ample reservoir 
of leadership and can thus give continuity 

—to our-affairsr- : - 

But probably the greatest benefit from 
"Rldgway's excellent follow-up performance 
Is- the lesson it has given to the Japanese. 
There had been .In their extreme regard for 

"MacArthur something of the same "worship-

WASHINGTON— The bipartisan capital hill opposi- 
tion to the admlnlitraUon'a program of aeml -wartime 
control* un food and finance* threatens to give Presi- 
dent Truman the Mime opportunity Jor the Kind of 
"attack-attack" strategy ho employed 10 effectively 
■gainst , the Republican-controlled, 
80th congress in the 19M preslden- 
L till campaign. 

Although final decision on civilian 
restriction! expiring next Saturday 
will not be made for many week*, 
senate and house committee* tc 
have torn the presidential proposals 
. . to bargain- basement ribbon*. They 
f ■ have voted, at leait temporarily, 
against proposed rollback* on meat* 
supposed to reduce the price* by 10 
cent* a pound. They are weakening 
credit curb* on purchases -ol aiito- 
rit Tirirt mobiles,'- television, radio sets, house 
furnishings, etc ^ 

REVENUE — The Uit bill on the house side gives Mr. 
Truman only 47,300.000.000 of the more than 110,000,- 
000,000 he asked In order to *op up purchasing power 
and to finance rearmament. Should 1953 production 
and purchases decline under normal and governmental 
economic pressures, the lederal revenue Irom this 
measure may fall below the legislators' estimates. 

Other controls on federal authority to allocate 
scarce materials such a* steel, aluminum and copper 
may be weakened, In response to certain Industries* 
protests. ■ 

REACTION— In short, as against the life of na- 
tional austerity outlined In the President's message 
to conyraw last January, when we were suffering 
severe reverses In Korea, congress seems to be 
setting the stage for business as usual In many 
lines. It refuses to heed Truman- A cheson- Marshall 
warnings that the tar eastern "police acUon" may 
blare Into a full-scale conflict it any moment. ■ 

It Is a natural reaction, and reflects a vast segment 
of public 'sentiment as reflected In congressional mall, 
newspaper editorials and person*] contacts. Id a 
sense, Washington behaves a* the people and the 
government of France did during the period of the 
•■phony war" In the winter of 1939-40. 

PROFIT — As the almost certain Democratic can- 
didate for President next year, many forslghted polit- 
ico* figure Mr. Truman 1* bound to profit from auch 
a congressional program. The same Idea ha* * truck 
the strategists at National Chairman William Boyle'* 
headquarters In downtown Washington. 

If heavy government spending, which will hit lta peak 
about one year from now, should result In higher 
prices and scarcities, the failure to enact the White 
House control proposals will enable Mr. Truman 
to blame "that awful, Bid congress," a* he did In 
1948. He will represent himself as the only spokesman 
lor "the consumers" at the capital, as he did at a 
recent White House conference. 

ALTERNATIVES— On the other band, if economla 
conditions remain fairly normal, arid if unfettered 
farmers and manufacturers boost production, a* they 
say they will without controls, the credit will re- 
bound to the man In office. It aiway* doe*. Anyway, 
the voters will not be so Interested In the identity 
of their benefactors a* they will be tn the bene- 
faction*. 

Mr. Truman's politically minded opponents, Includ- 
ing sincere critics of a controlled ecamony even In a 
aeml-war state, are discussing two alternatives. The 
first scheme Is to give him almost everything ho asks, 
thus making him alone responsible for the general 
economic situation on the eve of the 1653 election. 

PI OE ONH OLE — Th » other ia to renew the ex- 
lsting national defense act, with a few modifications, 
for IS Instead of 13 months. Extension tor only a 
year would revive the controversy in the midst of 
the two national conventions, and only four months 
before the voters go u> the polls'. An IB-month re- 
newal would pigeonhole the problem until after tht 
votes have been counted. 

The congressional contusion Is understandable, for 
the business community itseir U uncertain over antl- 
UtfllUon remedies. Groups immediately affected- 
cattlemen, farmers, packers, retailers— want no restric- 
tions. Yet many industries, banker* and Insurance 
executives feel them necessary. The antla are mora 
demons traUte, however. 

CIO President Philip Murray recently held a con- 
ference of his key men to high-pressure congress 
Into approving price controls nil down the line. But 
Walter Reuthcr. head of the United Automobile Work- 
ers, opposes federal reserve curbs on sale of cars for 
Tear it will mean unemployment for his members. 
Many other union leaders are In the same tlx. 

. . LABORATORY— Tragic though It be, the Korean 
"police action" provides a fine field laboratory "for 
tesUng our improved, postwar weapons, according 
to the Pentagon. They compare It to the Spanish 
civil war, where Hitler and Mussolini wera able to 
preview their World War n military machine. 

Numerous new !jt«j of weapons and materials are 
getting the only worthwhile test of actual use In 
combat They include Jet planes, advanced light 
artillery and bazookas, bombs and napalm, parachutes, 
loglsUcs and communications services. They are 
getting a try out on unusually difficult terrain and 
in rough weather, both the extremes of hot and cold. 
Moreover, the 35,000 men to be returned monthly 
under a rotation system will make excellent drill 
masters for the new army. 

Save for her MlOs, Russia dors not enjoy this 
advantage. With her usual secreUveness. Moscow is 
withholding her more modem stuff for fear it would 
fall Into our hands for atudy. 



VIEWS OF OTHERS 

"THE TRENTON SIX" 

We wish we could aay that anywhere in the United 
States a Negro accused of crime can count on treat- 
ment as fair as that accorded a white man. That time 
Is not yet. Evidence Increases, however, that fewer and 
fewer Negroes are victims -of perversion of JusUce. 
Witness the verdict In the trial of the "Trenton Hlx." 

These six Negroes were accused of murdering a store- 
keeper In- 1948, were tried, convicted largely on al- 
legedly free confessions, and sentenced to death. But 
the New Jersey supreme court ordered a new trial on 
grounds of legal errors. The second trial ended almost 
Immediately In a mistrial. The third acquitted four of 
the defendants and sentenced two to life imprison- 
ment. These two can appeal again. 

The communist and near -communist press eelied 
upon the case and made the most ot It. The men were 
defended at II rat by counsel supplied by the civil rights 
congress, which supplemented the court defense by 
pickets and parades. But the defense was then taken 
over by the reputable National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People and a committee of 
educators and clergymen, A representative of the 
ever-pfgUani American drtl Ubertfea union sat in on 
the last trial, and declared himself satisfied that the 
defendants' rights had been properly safeguarded. 

The case should teach two lesions: Where race 1* 
Involved, the communists make, a lot of hay whenever 
democratic Justice flouts in any way its own high 
standards. And, where race Is Involved, it still take* 
alertness by dvlcxmlnded citizens to see that those 
standards are. not flouted.- But there b progress. un-_ 
mlstakably.— Christian Science Monitor.

There are literally thousands of 
prominent new dealers who, by this 
precedent, are guilty of criminal con- 
nivance with the criminal con- 
spirators of the Communist party 
In the United statea and should be 
stripped of their spurious honors, 
formally repudiated by the nation 
and sent to prison.

A justice of the supreme court, 
being found guilty of aiding and 
abetting an enemy In his design to 
destroy our nation, will have a 
hard time proving that he knew 
not what he did It that plea be 
weighed against previous profes- 
sions of great wisdom. 

He can't be stupid and omniscient 
concurrently. The same may be said 
of many other mockers, of both 
sexes,- who have linked arms with 
parties to the treachery, giving them 
authority, power and prestige for 
th* enemy'* benefit. 

The majority opinion, written by 
Chief Justice Vinson, repudiates a 
previous Judgment of the aame 
whimsical court written in the first 
Harry Bridges case. That vicious 
writ was done at a time when it was 
politically stylish and socially chlo 
In the gaudy stews of Washington 
to propound as law the cynical 

P it held that Bridges' was not nec- 
essarily guilty of aiding and abet- 
ting the communist conspiracy 
against this nation merely because 
he had cooperated with the traitors 
up to a point short of their goal of 
success. The fact that they cooper- 
ated with him was beside the point. 

The court held that If Bridges 
pretended to act in the interests of 
his subjects in the longshoremen's 
union of the-CIO, ho could, wlth- 
,out guilt, accept the help of the 
communists In their criminal con- 
spiracy to overthrow the govern- 
ment. This was disgraceful sophls- 
tiy, of course, but typical of the 
morality of the regime which the 
court represents. 

Cooperation, In the very meaning 
of the word, la mutual and the 
mutuality. Indeed the integrity, of 
the efforts of Bridges and the Com- 
munist party have since been ad- 
mitted In the second decision of the 
same case, which has now con- 



demned him . to deportation a* a 
communist. 

Being adjudged a communist by 
the aame court which, on the same 
fact*, previously held that he was 
no such thing. Bridges no* become* 
an enemy of this nation ' and la 
ordered out 

Affirming the obvious correctness 
of the conviction of the infamous 
11 traitors who were tried in New 
York, the court now hold* that the 
phrase "clear and present danger 1 * 
does not* forbid the government to 
act In its own defense to prevent 
the BUoceu of the conspiracy. 

How often have cop*, acting on 
confidential 'underworld tips, step- 
ped in to prevent the commission 
of armed robberies? What court 
would hold the conspirators inno- 
cent because timely action had 
thwarted ttiemr Such tfmefy action 
does not dissolve the. criminal con- 
spiracy nor Is the guilt of the con- 
spirators diminished. 

Plainly, every member of the 
Communist party U equally guilty 
and th* fumbling, timid. Inching 
conduct of the department of Jus- 
tice In prosecuting the leader* of 
the plot In little batches only in- 
dicts the regime of which It Is an 
heir. That regime knew as well as 
the supreme court knows today that 
Soviet Russia was an avowed enemy 
and that all communist* were con- 
spirators. 

Every party to cooperation with 
the Communsit party beginning 
with Franklin D. Roosevelt, who 
pardoned Earl Browder In the Inter- 
est of "unity." was guilty of traffic 
with the enemy. 

The "violent" Intent of the enemy 
never was in the slightest doubt 
and the guilty 11 and the new batch 
of defendants are merely more 
prominent but nq more guilty than 
all the other members. .

Care of Your Children

It Is possible to make a child 
conscious of himself as U> rob him 
ost ol the Joy ol living. An 
anxious mother or teacher can eon^ 
dltlon a child to such fear 'for his 
iwrj well-being ai to make him *!■ 
nost helpless on the playground 
_nd In any association with other 
children. A healthy, happy cWW 
thinks away from himself, not to- 
ard himself. 

"Let's take a wade." says Bobble. 
Is shoes and socks half off -as he 
speaks. Chris draws back. "No, i 
be I'd catch a cold." "Qwnn. 

,. How'U you catch a cold when 
the water's so hot it almost cooks 
you?" and Bobble gayly steps into 
the wading pool, or the swimming 
hole, even though his legs turn a 
bluish red. He scampers out again, 
rubs his legs dry as posslfile with a 
raggy handkerchief or maybe his 
sleeves and runs off shouting 
'Christy I* a fraldy cat. Fraldy cat 
Chrlssyl" But he doesnt catch cold. 
Who scratched you, Chris? Come 
, wail put-eome-etuff-on-lt-rlght 
away." Chris draws back. "Will It 
hurt? I'd better go home and ask 
my mother what to do." "For good- 
take. It's only a scratch and 
all you gotta do Is keep It clean. 
Come on. ItH take you all morning 
to go home and come back. Just for 
nothing." But Chris goes home in 
terror lest this wound destroy him. 

Children are daring and they do 
get hurt. No healthy child grows up 
without his share of bumps and 
broken cotar bones and cuts 
bruises. When they are severe, we 
attend to them with sympathy and 
good cheer. We try to teach the 
children that they are bound to get 
some hurts as long as they live and 
that the only way to keep up with 
them Is to keep them as low down 
In our minds as we can. "It hurts a 
bit. I know. Just cry U you war 
ItH be better In a minute." "Too 
bad, son. Never mind. Ths doctor 
win mend you up and youll be out 
"id on your way again shortly." 

Sometimes hurts are so severe 
that they must be acknowledged, 
sympathised with and profession- 
ally treated. It doesn't do to say to 
child who has a severe pain, "Ob, 
you're alt right You're too big to 
cry over a little thing like that." 
We can speak cheerfully, reassure 
him, comfort him, even spoil him 
a little and let him feel our near- 
ness, our sharing his hurt and be- 
ing sorry. We can keep telling Wtr 
to think that tomorrow it will be 
better, and still better the next day 
and the next.
